Mr Mfiiroe was elected President in 
1816 and aj^ain in 1821. and Mr. Buch- 
anan was a Federalist until 18^8. when 
he shifted his position to a '"Jackson 
man' ami was elected lo Congress as 
such, hut not as a Democrat, as about 
that time, he, to secure the Federalist to 
vote 6m him, told a prominent Feder- 
alist that if he "had a drop of Demo- 
cratic blooJ in his veins he would let it 
out.'* Theie mu-t he some mistake as 
to his bBVing been an "ardent friend of 
the administration of Mr Monroe." 

On the subject of slavery the "me- 
moir" is uot veiy definite, and we will 
give his views a- expressed in a series 
of resolutions reported by him lo a pub- 
lic meeting held m the Court House in 
the City of Lancaster on the 231 of 
Novi-mber 1819.

In that letter Mr. Buchanan says:

In his Sanford letter, iu 1S48, Mr 
Buchanan wrote as follows: 

"Having urged the adoption of the Missouri 
Compromise, the inference is irresistible, that 
Congress, in my opinion, possesses the power to 
legislate anoa the subject of slaverv in the ter- 
ritories. What nn absurdity would it then be, 
if whilst asserting tins sovereign power in Con- 
gress, which power, from its nature, must be 
exclusive. 1 should, in the very same breath, al- 
soclaim this identical power "for the poou'.a- 
tien of a territory in an unorganized capacity!" 

Upon this point the Enquirer puts the 
following gloss, which we desire to have 
reconciled with the paragraph quoted 
above from Mr. Buchanan's late letter 
from Wheatland: 

" In claiming for Congress exclusive control 
over the territories, Mr. Buchanan emphatically 
repudiates the idea of squatter 6overoignty. But 
in claiming for Congress this exclusive sover- 
eignty he docs not imply that the federal legis- 
lature may prohibit or abolish slavery in the ter- 
ritories. It does dot follow that, because Con- 
gress may legislate for the protection of slavery 
in the territories, it may legislate for Its aboli- 
tion. The distinction is obvious and incontesta- 
ble. Indeed, the very fact that power is reser- 
ved to the federal legi-lature to protect property 
within the territories, implies that Congress has 
no power to destroy it."
